Plshcultnre la China. 

GaUgnanPi Meeeenger Is responsible for the following; “The 
artificial breeding of fleh has been practiced for ages In some 
parts of the Celestial Empire, and ooeaalonally under very curi¬ 
ous conditions. The mode commonly employed is as follows: 
When the llshermen hare discovered a deposit of eggs these lab 
ter are collected with nets of very small mashes stretched on a 
circle of bamboo. Immediately the spawn is procured It la 
placed In pans three-fourths filled with water and covered with 
light canvas. The water Is changed three times a day—morning, 
noon, and night, great care being taken not to shake the eggs or 
to leave them exposed to the sun; and they are also protected 
from heavy rain. When the little fish make their appearance 
they are fed dally with yolk of egg boiled hard and reduced to 
powdqr. This treatment Is continued during three or four 
months, and then the fish are distributed In the streams they 
are Intended to stock. Another manner of proceeding Is adopted 
In some parts of the Empire. In the great river Yangtze-Ktang, 
not far from the city of Kleou-Klng-fou, In the province of 
Klang-el, at certain periods of the year, a prodigious number of 
vessels of all sorts assemble to purchase fish spawn. About the 
month of May the people of the country bar the river in various 
places with mats and hurdles over an extent of nine or ten 
leagues, only leaving openings sufficient for the entrance of the 
boats. The stream brings down the spawn, which Is stopped by 
the mats and hurdles, while the water passes through. The 
fishermen habituated to this pursuit can detect It Instantly, 
although to an unpracticed eye there Is nothing visible. They 
then scoop up these eggs mixed with water, and fill jars with 
them for sale, and at this period vast numbers of dealers assem¬ 
ble with boats to buy and transport these Jars to different pro¬ 
vinces. The only means they adopt to preserve the spawn la to 
shake the Jars from time to time. This liquid Is sold by measure 
to all those who have rivers or private ponds. Father Duhalde, 
a French missionary residing In the locality, says , that although 
at first nothing Is distinguishable, after a few days little lumps 
may be observed resembling fish spawn, but no conjecture can 
be formed as to the species; that Is only to be determined by 
time. The profit made by the purchasers who rear the fish Is 
sometimes as much as a hundred times their cost, as the finny 
tribe are in great demand for food lu that country. 

Prof. Louis Agassiz on Fish as Food. 

It Is several years since Prof. Agassiz made the remarks on fish 
as brain food which are so often referred to, but which many 
people do not quote correctly. This Is what he said upon this 
subject: 

“ If any one thing characterizes civilized society over the less 
cultivated, the savage, It Is what we term brain activity; In stir 
ring and pushing bead-work. Of course there follows a conttnoua 
strain upon our brains, as a community, and the brain must be fed. 

Feeding the brain Is unavoidable, If you would have It perform 
Its functions regularly. It needs a certain amount of phosphates; 
what you put on your grass-land, corn and other crops; the com¬ 
mon manuring phosphates, pass into our food In another form, 
and by elaborate processes are digested, enter into our structure, 
and develop our brain. Permit me, then, to state what is no 
new fact—any chemist will tell It to you—that no article of food 
contalus these phosphates In greater proportion than fish, and It 
Is for this reason th.t they are especially recommended as a fre¬ 
quent article of diet. 

What we most need Is plenty of fish, easily acceestble, abund¬ 
ant In market, at cheap prices, and used dally as food for all 
classes of our people. This truth has been so frequently asserted 
and demonstrated that I need not dwell upon It For thirty 
years and more, I have made this a subject of much research and 
careful study, and am free to assert that no article of food more 
completely and readily repairs the losses and wastes of our cere¬ 
bral organs than flab, and I need say nothing further Introductory 
to that Important branch of Industry, pisciculture—the breeding 
and raising of fish for our tables. 

Fish Kotos from California. 

(From the Sacramento Bee.) 

Rock and tomcod are caught In large numbers by anglers at 
the Oakland long wharf. 

Some very fine trout and white fish are now being caught at 
Tahoe and shipped to San Francisco. 

It Is estimated that there will be more salmon In Eel river 
next year than ever before, owing to thenlarge number that have 
gone up this Fall to spawn. 

There Is fine salmon fishing on Big River. Mendocino county. 
Young catfish have been planted In Owen’s river, Inyo county. 
Plutes regard catfish as a sort of offspring of the devil, and 
don’t want any In theirs. 

Terrapin are caught In large numbers by fishermen down 
about Winchester and Big Lakes, on the Yolo side of the river. 

Splendid mountain lake and salmon trout, weighing from If 
to 5 poanda, can be bad daily In our markets. 

White fish are abundant In the river at Truckee. Thirty or 
forty a day, to a single line, Is considered a fair catch. 

Excellent fishing is to be bed from the bulkhead In Oakland 
Creek. Since the taking of the finny tribe In nets by Italians and 
Chinese has been prohibited, they have Increased wonderfolly In 
that locality. 


Aw Aquarium foe Baltimore. —The Germantown Tele g ra ph 
says: “ Mr. John W. Garrett, of Baltimore, President of the 
Baltimore end Ohio Railroad Company, has offered the Park 
Commission of that city 110,000 with which to construct an 
aquarium at Druid Hill Perk. The com mi ssi o ners art bow con¬ 
sidering the feasibility of the project, end If It Is deemed practic¬ 
able, Baltimore will have a moat useful adjunct to bar preaant 
facilities for scientific study. Wo want such an aquarium In 
Fuinoount Park, wham wa hare unlimited facUltiee for the 
largest and fioaat In the Republic, and wa want a tow man of 
wealth to this city to famish the fande-aot 110,000 or $90,000, 
but *50,000 a toast, it would be the grandest possible feature 
to thte grandest of all public parks.’’ To this we will add thet 
ere hope to are osie la every lesge dty. A well-conducted 
aquarium la something beyond a plane of amusement; to feet, It 
la a place when pleasure and laatruotloa ere blended. Those who 


visit It to pern an Idle hour leave with an enlarged knowledge of 
the world we live to, not to mention the students In natural

The “ husk mattress” In one portion becomes a “ shuck bed" In 
another, and we have never been able to detect the difference 
between an oyster that waa “ shucked.’’ and a similar mollusk 
when “ opened,” and this calls to mind the darkey chorus often 
heard lu Southern fields:

De shuckin', de shuckin’.

Ob do corn,” etc. 

Stop that Fibhino. —There is a stir Jn some of the counties 
of northern Georgia over a new way to catch fish. When the 
government surveyors were at work In the beds of the Etowah 
and Coosa rivers they used dynamite to blast rock. The natives 
then observed that the shock of ao explosion brought hundreds 
of stunned fish to the surface. They have since been fishing with 
dynamite, placing a cartridge deep under water and discharging 
It by means of s small battery. Near Cartervllle, the other day, 
one man killed 300 pounds of fish In one emsll stream. There Is 
no law to prevent such depredation, bpt many of the cltlxeDB are 
indignant. 

Tbx Rrd Fish of Idaho.—W e feel under obligations to our 
friends who attracted attention to this fish which we have ne¬ 
glected for the past four years, as It has stimulated us to Inquire 
about It, and the result Is that when we Dext write about It we 
will have some Information to lay before our readers on this sub¬ 
ject which has been wrapped up Id such mysterious kind of mys¬ 
tery that no one seems to know of any one who has ever seen a 
man who saw one. We confidently announce that we are now 
following up the moccasin tracks of a man who has a little 
Information about them, and we'll get It. 

Thb “Fish Hawk" Afloat. —The United States Fish Com¬ 
mission steamer “Flab Hawk” waa launched at Wilmington, Del., 
on the 18th Inst, amid a large concouree of spectators The 
Fish Hawk was designed by G. W. Copeland, of New York, aud 
built by the Puaey and Jonea Co. She Is a twin screw steamer, 
with Iron frames, beams, and stringers Iron plated and sheathed 
with wood. She la 156 feet long, 27| feet beam, 10 feet 9 Inches 
hold. Engines, 32 Inch cylinder, 27 Inch stroke. She will be 
ready for service about March 1. 

The Schoodic ob Land-locked Salmon. —The achoodlc sal¬ 
mon at Grand Lake Stream, Me., have averaged larger than 
usual for the past two yean, and the females have yielded more 
eggs, although this Is Dot a prolific fish. The eggs of this flab 
are larger than tboee of the ” Penobecot” salmon, S. ealar, but 
cot ao large aa those of the California salmon. The eggs were 
all distributed by the 1st of this month. The yield was small 
this year, only 185,000.

Fishoultuhb in Maine.—A t' the hatching house at Orlaud 
there are 178,000 eggs of the Peoobecot salmon, S. ealar, which 
are now ready to ship; Mr. Atkina will begin sending off the 
eggs of the Schoodic, or land-locked salmon, early In January. 
Of these latter there are something over a million, not quite up 
to the average supply, as the season dosed early. 

English and German Carp.—I n describing the Improved or 
German carp, Professor Baird says that this fleh bears about the 
same relation to the ordinary English carp that a North Carolina 
“pine woods” pig does to one of the Berkshire breed. In 
Germany the carp is esteemed as highly as the tront, and sells for 
the same price In the market. 

Cart m New Jbkbbt.—C apt Milton P. Peirce has obtained 
some carp from the United States Fish Commission and placed 
them In hie ponds at Wencnab, N. J. In a few days they were 
hidden In the mad and are now, like tpelr brethren, hibernating. 

Tes Albwifb.— While Col. McDonald Is planning to restore 
tbs alewtte to the riven of Virginia, the fishermen of Lake On¬ 
tario are complaining of Its abundan c e. 


Eablt Shad. —New Jersey papers announce that a shad 
was captured In the Delaware near Trenton on the 10th tost. 
Two shad weighing a pound each were on exhibition at Black¬ 
ford’s to Fulton Market on the lfttk, which were caught lu the 
Hudson at Dobb’a Ferry. 

Evil to Him, etc.— The Detroit Free Preee says: “One 
woman lu a fishing party will do more to scare away all the fish 
than ten packs of fire-cracker*. Besides that, no man wants to 
put the neck of a bottle Into hie mouth when women are around 
to misjudge his motives.” 

New Hatchbht in Maine. —The new salmon hatchery recently 
built by Mr. Chas. G. Atkins, for the United States and New 
England Commissioners, In the town of Orlsnd, Is on Craig’s 
pond brook, and baa a fine supply of pure water with an availa¬ 
ble fall of fifteen feet. 

Thoot Late in Spawning.— Owing to the exceedingly mild 
weather in the months of October, November, sod the first part 
of December, the trout In the ponds of Mr. James Annin, Jr., at 
Caledonia, N. Y., have been late In beginning to spawn. 

The Pollution or Rivers. —The King of Saxony has offered 
a prize, open to all nations, to consist of silver plate, for the 
b eat scheme for rendering harmless to fish In rivers and lakes 
the refuse from factories aud sewage from towns. 

California Salmon in Lakh Michigan. —A specimen of 
California salmon some ten lDchea In length was recently cangbt 
In the waters of Green Bay, on the western shore of Lake Mich¬ 
igan, and identified by Professor Baird. 

8had in the Wabash. —Three small shad, the longest one 
" about eight or ten Inches,” were captured by the crew of the 
U. 8. snag boat In White river, a tributary of the Wabash, below 
Vincennes.

Wire-Haired Fox Terriers. 

Mr. W. Allison wrote to our late English cotemporary, the 
Country, regarding the wire-haired fox terrier, which la becom¬ 
ing so fashionable lu England; 

“ It Is not unfrequeotly said and written that the fox terrier Is 
a comparatively modern invention, and that be was compounded 
from various elements, such as beagle, old English terrier, bull¬ 
dog, etc., at no very remote date. 

This, as a matter of fact, la very far from the truth, for what¬ 
ever foolish persons have done In the way of manufacturing the 
breed for show purposes, the fox terrier, pure and simple, la in 
fact the old English terrier. As a proof of this let me quote Dr. 
JohD Kaye, or Cains, as he called himself, who was physician to 
Edward VI., Mary and Elizabeth, and amongst other works wrote 
one on English dogs. The title page runs thus: “Of English 
Dogges, by John Calue, Doctor of Pblsicke In the Unlversltle of 
Cambridge, 1576. Iohannes Calue a profound clerke and a 
ravenous devourer of learning, was requested by Conradus 
Gesnerus to write a treatise on the dogges of England." Then 
follows the list of them, which classes the “ Tenure ” with the 
“ Harler ” and the •* Bludhunde,” under the denomination 
“Hunde.” 

Writing then " of the doggecalled aTerrar,” he says: “ Another 
sort there to which bunteth the foxe and the badger aa preye onely, 
whom we call terrors, because they (after the manner and cus¬ 
toms of ferrets In searching for connyee), creep luto the grounds, 
and by that means make afreyde, nyppe, and byte the foze and 
the badger In such sorts that eytber they teare them In pieces 
with theyr teeth, beytng In the boeome of the earth, or else 
hayleand pall them perforce out of tbelr lurking angles; dark 
dongeons and dose caves, or at least through conceaved feare, 
drive them out of their hollow harbours, Insomuch that they are 
compelled to prepare speedy flight, and being desirous of the 
next (albeit not the safest) refuge, are otherwise taken and In- 
trapped with snares and nettea laydo over the holes to the same 
purpose.” 

Here, then, we have the description of terriers’ work, and a 
very good description It to and we may assume that the terrier of 
those days was a rough and ready costomer, suitable In size, coat, 
and gamencss for the work he had to perform. Unfortunately 
Dr. Calus does not go on to describe bis appearance, and we 
must come to a late data for Information. “ The Sporting Dic¬ 
tionary,’’ published 1808 under the head terrier, says: 

“ Terriers of even the best blood are now bred of all colon; 
red, black (with tan faces, Hanks, feet, and legs); brindled 
sandy—some fsw brown pled, white pied, and pure white; as 
well as one sort of each color, rough and wire-haired, the other 
soft and smooth, and what to rather extraordinary the Utter not 
much deficient In courage to the former, but the rough breed 
must be acknowledged the moat severe aud tavlnclble biter of 
the two. 

“ Since fox-bunting to ao deservedly and universally poputor In 
every county where It can be enjoyed, these faithful little ani¬ 
mals have become so exceedingly fashionable that few stables of 
the Independent are seen without them. Four and five guineas 
to no great price for a handsome, well-bred terrier.” 

Thus we may see that smooth and wire-haired fox-terriers ex¬ 
isted contemporaneously In those days, and that the word terrier 
to not applied to any dog, except those fitted for bunting and 
going to ground 

The modern Manchester terrier, and white English terrier 
could not possibly be classed to such a category, while, aa to the 
black aud tan of the last century aud beginning of this, It was 
quite a different color from that of the so-called Manchester; 
that to to say, the tan waa lighter and more abundant—such 
things as pencilled toes, thumb marks, etc., being altogether 
absent, while the shape and character of the dog was that of the 
modern fox-terrier, aa may be evidenced by old pictures, and by 
the breed which the Duke of Beaufort, Treadwell, aud others 
preserved until quite recently. 

Now, having premised that wire-haired terrier* have, or ought 
to have, aa good antocendenta aa tbelr smooth brethern, It be¬ 
hooves us to look at them aa they are, aud we shall find that while 
the smooth sort have for many years excited the greatest Interest, 
the rough one has languished In comparative obscurity. Nay, at 
tome shows, he to even relegated to the ranks of the “ Non-Sport¬ 
ing Doga ”—while the Kennel Club actually made a retrograde 
movement at their last show by removing the wire-haired division 
from the arbitrament of the fox terrier Judges. 

All this to a baa* libel on the breed. A good wire-haired ter- 
















pedigree bee bees kept quite pore, except that he ohm admitted 
an admixture of old Jock, e high oompllment to the old dog. 

The point* of the wire-haired fax tenter ere predeelj the tame 
** thoee of the emootb one, with the exception of the coot, which 
ehonld be broken. The harder end more wiry tbe texture of the 
coot la the better. On no eoeonnt ehonld the dog look or feel 
woolT, and there ehonld be no silky heir about the poll, or elae- 
where. The eoet ehonld not be too long, eo an not to give tbe 
dog e shaggy appearance, hot at the eeme It ehonld show a 
marked end dlatlnct difference all over from the emooth species. 
Thle la the Fox Terrier Clob’e deeerlptton of the eoet, and I hare 
nothing to add to It, exoept, perhaps, Stonehenge's remark about 
the neoeealtj for plenty of undercoat. „ 

The great thing la to get wire-haired terrier* email enough, 
tor they offend more to thle reepect at preeent than do the 
emooth one*. We mnet remember, however, that mere weight 
doee not conatltnte else, and that ehow condition mean* at 
leant 1* pound* more than working condition. It moat alao be 


Tier to one of the moat aportlng of all aoge—reanj ror aa;«ua|, 
and though the writer of thle haa glren more attention to the 
emooth kind, be would be the toet to deny that, nnlee* the emooth 
dog to of good and pure etraln, with plenty of ooot, the rough 

one to the better eporteman of the two. _ 

It to, no doubt, a fact, that any breed of dog* that to raatly 
to fashion run* a great danger. So many specimen* become 
valuable merely for their ehow qualification* that would other- 
wlae hare been knocked on the head a* rank cure-or at leant, 
never bred from. Bat, a* It to, the nnreaaontog public breed 
todtocrlmlnately from prtoe winner*; and, bealde* that, certain 
eharp cnatomer* are for ever at work manufacturing what they 
contider better aorta than the real article. It to eaid a terrier’* 
bead ehonld he longl They go for aaalatance to the greyhound. 
He ehonld have lot* of bone. They obtain It from the beagle, 
and eo on. Thu* It to that a great number of onr emooth fox 
terrier* are Irritating brute* without any Idea of their work, or 
of bunting, which to a great point; for a terrier who to not a keen 
hunter, id doea not laeb an ever-buay stern, either along a 
hedgerow or to cover, to not the right eort at all; while If he will 
give tongue on a eefen t to much the better. 

P Avoiding, however, the mongreltoed emooth dog, and sticking 
to good old >train a, we ehould eay there to not twopence to chooee 
tetwwi the emooth and the wire 7 hair for work. It U.ubmlttod 
that a doee, dense, emooth coat will alwaye turn wet better than

There are thousands of acres of 
wild lands lying adjacent to the coast which furnish rich pas¬ 
turage tor cattle Winter and Summer. They are never fed or 
cared for at any time. The owner simply turns his young cattle

embarked lor s voyage upon the grand old Gulf of Mexico. 

From my boyhood 1 have read and heard, with Increasing In¬ 
terest, of this great body of water which tits majestically en¬ 
throned st the southern end of our continent, between the 
states of Florida end Texes, end becked ou the uorth by Loul- 
sIsds; but never until to-dsy have I been permitted to view It In 
Its supreme beauty, face to face. 

Our destination Is Sarasota Bay, one hundred s-.d fifty miles 
south of Cedar Key, and we have heard so much of the vast re¬ 
sources of that locality In the way of tropical fruits, rich, tropical 
sceuery, balmy atmosphere, and above all, In fish and game, that 
our hearts bound with gratitude st the thought that we are now 
on the homeward stretch toward It. However, time does not 


tribe He bears some resemblance, in general shape, to the wortn- 
eru lake trout, but has a slimmer and handsomer head. His 
back is of a rich, dark green tint, changing to a lighter shade 
along the sides, whUe the belly l» nearly white.

Summers or the dry, warm Winters. When these features are 
considered I would say to any one wishing to engage In orange 
growing, who finds himself possessed of the above mentioned 
requisites, and who wishes to live In a climate of perpetual 
Summer, go at once to Tampa, or at least to the Gulf coast. I 
consider It far superior to tne eastern cosat or tbe St. John’s River 
district, after having studied both portions of tbe state Impar¬ 
tially. 

As a resort for Invalid*, I consider the Golf coast also, far su¬ 
perior to the eastern. Tbe gulf winds are much milder and 
more temperate and the changes of temperature not nearly so 
sudden or radical; I would, therefore, moat emphatically advise 
all who suffer from pulmonary diseases to visit tbe Gulf coast In 
preference to any other portion of the state. 

Wbat Tampa most needs Is a government appropriation for the 
Improvement of her harbor. There la a bar across the bay near 
the mouth of the river, that prevents vessels of any size from 
reaching the city wharf. They have to anchor three miles out 
and transfer freight and passengers lu small boats Col. J. L. 
Meigs, under the direction of the Bureau of Navigation, recently 
surveyed .channel across this bar, and estimated the coat of cut¬ 
ting It to such a depth as to give eleven feet of water at low 
tide, at $80,000.

Tbe Massachusetts Fish 
and Same Protective Association hereby gives notice that all 
cases of infringement of thto law which come to tbe notice of 
the Rxecuttve Committee of tbe aaeodstloo, will be promptly 
prosecuted. (81gned) Executive Committee Massachusetts Fish 
end Same Protective Association.” It to our Intention and 
we bope to convince the violators of onr game laws that our 
association does not exist for a mere show, although In time* past 
there baa been a laxity of attention to the matter of game pro¬ 
tection In thto state, tn fact, to an extent entirely Inexcusable, 
but it waa tn the days of Ineffective lews. In one or two coun¬ 
ties we have a few deer. The lew bee nominally protected them 
for tbe peat few yeare, and they have somewhat Increased in 
numbers.'

The Glacial Period. 


Prof. Denton, of Hartford, Connecticut delivered recently n 
very Interesting lecture upon the glacial epoch of which we ex¬ 
tract a few lntereettng facta. The mountain! of New England, 
even the very highest, like Mount Washington, have, accordlng to 
his statements, a rounded-off and denuded aspect. Never era 
theee eberp-cut, serrated peaks In. view, as may be noticed In 
California and elsewhere. A great force of nature then must 
therefore have been instrumental In rounding off their peaks. If 
we extend our Investigations to the strata below their summits, 
the vestiges of these disturbance# become revealed In almost
